Fads About Francis M. Wilson, Democratic

State Senate in 1909 and in 1919 resigned as

In 1917 he was 
re-appointed for a term of four 
years.

Palmer, United States attorney general, com­ 
mending him for the best record in civil and 
criminal cases of any district attorney in the 
United States. 
Then came his

as one of the street 
railway receivers in Kansas City 
when 
he 
was one of those in charge of property valued 
at many millions. 
His service was praised by 
nil agencies involved in the litigation, especi­ 
ally the court. 
In the six years of his service 
he drew' an expense account of $297.27—-and 
that was for the very business-like purpose of 
going to eastern markets to make the deal of 
busses to be operated on the streets of Kan 
sas City. 
If he is elected governor, Mr. Wilson 
has 
pledged the voters that he will make the gov­ 
ernor’s office a “ workshop" where the S tate‘s 
business will be handled economically and e f­ 
ficiently. 
His Platte City friends say that wi 11 
be just the way the office will he handled and 
they say there will be plenty of "Francis Wil­ 
son" common sense. 
Wilson was nominated by the laigest m a­
